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REPORTS. 



President's Report. 

To the Louisiana Annual Conference of the Metho- 
dist Protestant Church, now assembled in 
regular order: 

Dearly Beloved:- — I now suhmit this my An- 
nual Report. Immediately after the adjournment^ t 
the last Conference, I entered actively upon the du- 
ties of the district. Ahout December first I held a few 
day's meeting at Monroe, (assisted by Bro. M. S. 
Mollenshead)", which under God proved a blessing- to 
the church at that place. 

Owing to the fact that Sister Brady, who was 
appointed pastor of the church at Monroe, was also 
Matron of the Good Samanliari Rescue Home, and 
il was derided flint she could not take care of the 
duties of the. church as pastor, and the Rescue Home 
as Matron, and as there was no other suitable pastor 
available, I agreed to give two Sunday's each month 
to the church until a regular pastor could he secured. 
This service I continued to give for ahout two 
months. After which time, Sister Brady resigned as 
Matron of the Home and took charge of the church 
as pastor. 

In February I moved from Dodson to Grayson, 
La. Had to build a residence, which hindered me 
in [raveling" the district for over two months. I have 
had other hindrances, but have visited every circuit 
in the district, except Plain Dealing and West Car- 
roll. These charges T have not been able to visit. 
Have held three revival meetings, with very good 
results. 

OFFICIALLY. 

'.the work of the last stationing committee has 
proven to he very satisfactory in general, both to the 
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pastors and the people. There has "been very few 
changes made during the year. 

About the 15th of June I released Sister Arab 
Wilson from Winnfield Station, and sometime in 
October 1 appointed Bro. F. L. Shows to succeed Sis- 
ter Wilson as pastor at Winnfield. About Oct. first 
I gave Bro, A. J. Vallery his letter of standing.

The original doctrine of Methodism is as clearly and 
distinctly taught by the Methodist Protestant church 
as any other church of which I have any knowledge. 
Over fifteen years ago the Methodist Protestant 
church in Louisiana opened her doors to the procla- 
mation of the old Methodist doctrine of entire sane- 
t if i cation, as a. second definite work of grace, and 
nearly all of her preachers entered into the fight to 
bring this glorious gospel to the attention of the peo- 
ple. 

Some may have lost the experience, but the 
church and Conference has not departed from the 
doctrine. The organization and movements of the 
Nazarene Church by former members of the M. P. 
Cburch in Louisiana, I believe to be a great mistake. 
I believe it has grieved God and has hurt both the 
Nazarene and M, P. Church. God certainly does not 
approve of one church organization in trying to sup- 
plant another, especially when both churches teach 
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the same doctrine. "God is not the author of confu- 
sion, but of peace." 

As to the polity of the M, P. Church, it is the 
IDEAL; it is like the "Morning Star"; to all other 
eclesiasticisms it is a reform in church government, 
that has won a great victory in all Methodism; it 
strikes at the very root of eclesiastical bigotry and 
guarantees liberty to both the ministry and the laity. 

Our Needs. 

Our needs as a Conference are great and many, 
but a few things we can see so plainly, we will men- 
tion. 

FIRST — We need a greater appreciation for 
our church, and its success. This does not imply op- 
position or a lack of courtesy to any other church, 
but "charity begins at home.' 3 We should labor to- 
gether as preachers and people to conserve and build 
up our church, and make it fulfill its mission in the 
world. The Lord has honored us as preachers, 
by our ministry sinners have been convicted, and 
mourners are converted and believers are sanctified. 

I believe that it is our duty under God to try 
to give the souls whom God has saved under our 
ministry a spiritual church to lead them and to feed 
them. 

SECOND — The office of pastor should be 
more appreciated by the church. What can the church 
do without pastors? Nothing, she must fail. 

The office is of divine appointment. The 
flock must have faithful pastors to "watch for their 
souls, as those who must give an account for them 
in the day of judgment." If the pastors of our Con- 
ference were more highly esteemed and loyally sup- 
ported, our work would be more sucessful. 

THIRD— A better system for collecting the 
necessary finances for the support of the church. 
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Here is our greatest failure as a Conference. We 
must raise more money for the Lord's work, or ut- 
terly fail. We know our duty on this Sine, better 
than we do it. And our failure is not because our peo- 
ple are so unwilling to support the church, but be- 
cause these interests are not brought before them in 
the proper way. There is no part of the Conference 
work more than half supported. The independent 
evangelist is better paid in our midst than any other 
phase of the work. This will disorganize any church. 
May the Lord help us to get straight on this line, and 
keep straight on all other lines, be more courageous, 
press the battle on, see the glorious effect of the 
Gnspel of ml! salvation, upon the country, and fin- 
ally hear the apphuulit, "Come ye blessed of my Fath- 
er, inherit the Kingdom prepared for you, from the 
foundation of the world." 

1 thank God for his providence, His great love 
and mercy towards us during the year. For hi is 
spivtual blessing upon our hearts and lives, but es- 
pecially for the souls He has saved through our 
agency. I also thank the Conference for all favors 
and courtesies shown me during the Conference year.

BY-LAWS. 

See. L No delegates shall be entitled to a seat in the Annual 
Conference without proper credentials, or other satisfactory evidence 
of his lection; and in the case of alternate, the certificate -will fco ex- 
press it. 

•Sec. 2. Delegates of the Annual Conference shall be elected 
from members in good standing Find in full membership, over the age 
cf fifteen years. In circuits, stations and missions, it shrill he the 
duty of the steward to designate the time and place, and give notice 
of the election. The election shall he held under the direction of the 
stewards: and they shall act as judges of the election, and cause the 
same to be returned to the Fourth Quarterly Conference, there to 
be compiled and consolidated. The person or persons receiving a 
plurality vote shall he declared duly elected delegate or delegates, 
and nest highest shall be declared alternate or alternates, and re- 
ceive certificates accordingly, provided that in case of a tie, members 
of Quarterly Conference by a majority vote Khali decide, and provided 
further that in ease the delegate, and alternate, elected from nnv 
werk. sw£ providentially hindered from attending the Amm-d Con- 
ference to which they were elected, then the pastor in charge shall 
have the right to appoint r suitable person to represent such work 
in the Conference, 

Sec. 3. No person shall be elected to orders except he be a men 
of exceptional moral rtmrnrter, genuine piety, roRprtablc attainment 
and «n\\m in tlm belief of the fundamental doctrines of Christum!! y, 
and faiUiful in the discharge of Gospel duties. 

Sec. 4. No minister in good health shall be left without min- 
isterial work for more than one year; at the end of which time he 
shall resume his itenerate labors, or be transferred to the unstatioinv] 
list, and if so transferred shall receive a certificate of his standi rr. 
This rule shall apply to any minister so transferred provided he, at 
Ms own request, may locate by vote of the Conference. 

Sec. E. Wo. minister or preacher appointed to a circuit, station 
cr r-v.snion, shall cease from labors assigned him by I he stationing 
authority until his term of service shall have expired, except by con- 
sent of the President, for reason, by him deemed sufficient. 

Sec. (5. The President shall furnish each pastor with blank 
pastor's reports ten days prior to each sesson of the Conference, and 
each pastor shall give a report of his labors in disciplinary form and 
submit same to Conference. Should any pastor fail to discharge 
Ins flu ties herein setforth, and made obligatory upon him by the dis- 
cipline, such failure shall be sufficient cause for a reprimand by the 
Cenf''-nce for first offence, and location by a vote of the Conference 
for the second offence. 

Sec. 7. The Board of Stewards of each charge shall, soon after 
the adjournment of the Annual Conference, meet and in committee 
with the pastor, make the aesessments as required bv the Discipline 
and By-Laws, proportion same to the .several classes and see th."t 
same is collected in due time, and paid over to the proper persons 
or boards to receive same, taking receipts therefor. 

Sec. 8. On all subjects involving the financial interest of the 
church, no one shall be entitled to a vote except those who are eigh- 
teen years of age. and are contributing members in full membership. 
, 8ec - h ^ny ™ Dm , bcr twenty-one years of age, and in mod 
standing and in full membership for one year, is eligible to any office 
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in the church, and as a delegate to the Annual Conference, provided, 
that where r church, circuit, station or mission, has no member ef sate 
age, they may place in office in the church, or elect as delegate to the 
Annual Conference such as are not twenty-one years of age and such 
as have not been members one years. 

Sec. 10. Due notice shall be given previous to any action to be 
taken that involves the financial interest of the church'. 

Sec. 11. The term of office of Conference Steward shall be one 

year. 

Sec. 22. The Conference Steward shall be required to receive 
and hold all monevs collected fffif the various benevolent purposes from 
the different charges, also Conference collectimrs. 

See._ 13, It shall be the duty of the Conference Steward to set- 
tle fill incidental expenses o! the Conference out of the ContVrenc? 
collections (Miring its session, and present the remainder to the Con- 
ference for disbursement 

Sec, 14. He shall pay over to the different boards, or persons 
authorised to receive same, sll money received for the "various benevo- 
lent purposes, taking receipt, and of which and other business in hie 
hands shall make a proper exhibit to the Conference during the ses- 
sion at which he was appointed, also at the expiration of his term 
of office. 

Sec. IB. Each pastor shall call the attention of each class un- 
fls* his charge quarterly to the amounts of his assessment for the 
current year made by the Stewards. In fail ore of which class Stew- 
ards will not be held responsible for the pastor's part of said assess- 
men fc. 

See. 10. There shall be appointed at each session of the Annus I 
C reference a minister or preacher to preach an opening sermon at 
the sitting of the next annual session. 

Sec. 17. The proceedings of the Annual Conference shall be 
recorded by the Secretary, and properly arranged for printing in the 
annual minutes, for which he shall receive reasonable compensation, 
and the minutes shall be signed by the President and Secret arv. 

Sec. 18. The Secretary shall take charge of all books, joiirnals, 
records and proceedings of Conference and transmit the same to the 
Conference at its next session. 

Sec. 19. The Preddent shall be the stationing authority of the 
Conference, calling to his aid, as council, one layman from each work- 
re pre sen ted. 

Sec. 20. In stationing the ministers and preachers there shall 
nnt_ he. given to any one an appointment, who in the opinion of a 
majority of the members, is incompetent to the duties thereof, or 
who they believe will neglect the appointments, and such ministers 
and preachers may he transferred by Conference to the unstationd 
list, provided, that no minister or preacher, who. in the judgment 
of the Conference is entitled to a superannuated relationship shall be 
transferred. 

Sec. 21. It will be the duty of the President to see that deeds 
be taken to all the church property belonging to the Methodist Prot- 
estant Church in the Louisiana District and have same recorded. 

Sec. 22. These By-Laws can only be changed, altered or 
amended by giving one day's notice in open Conference of su< h 
change alterat^n or amendment, and it will require a two-thirds 
vote of the members belonging to that session of the Conference. 
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RULES OF ORDER. 

See. %. The Conference shall meet at 10 a. m. and adjourn at 
11 a. m.; meet at 2 p. m. and adjourn at pleasure on first day. Each 
succeeding day, shall meet at 8:30 a, m., adjourn at 11 a. in., meet 
at 2 p. m. adjourn at pleasure. 

Sec. 2. The President shall take the chair on time, and cause 
the Conference to be opened with religious sendees. 

Spc. 3. The President shall decide ail questions of order, sub- 
ject to an appeal to the Conference, hut in case of such an appeal, 
the question will be taken without debate. 

Sec. 4. He shall appoint all committees, unless otherwise spec- 
ially ordered by the Conference, 

See. S. On assigning the floor to any member of the Confer- 
ence, he shall distinctively announce the member to whom it is as- 
signed. 

Sec. 6. All motions and resolutions shall be written, if the 
President and Secretary request. 

Sec. 7. When a. motion is seconded or a resolution introduced 
and seconded, or a report presented, and is read by the Secretary or 
stated by the President, it shall be deemed in possssion of the Con- 
ference any time before the amendment or decision. 

Sc. 8. All motions to postpone or lay on the table shall be 
taken without debate. 

Sec. f>. No new motion or resolution shall be entertained until 
the one under consideration lias been disposed of which vtniy be done 
by adopting or rejecting, unless one of the following motions should 
intrrvence, which they are placed, namely: First, indefinite pust- 
poocments; Second, laying on the table; Third, referred to a com- 
mittee; Fourth, postponement to a given time; Fifth, substitute; 
Sixth, amendment. A substitute or amendment may be amended, 

Sec. 10. When any member is about to spsak in debate, or to 
deliver any matter to the Conference, he shall rise and respectfully 
address the President, but shall not proceed until recognized by him. 

Sec. 11. No member shall be interrupted while speaking, ex- 
cept by the President, to call him to order when he departs from the 
question or uses personalities or disrespectful language; but any mem- 
ber may call the attention of the President to the suhject when he 
deems a speaker out of order, and any member may explain when 
he thinks himself misrepresented. 

Sec. 12. When a member wishes to speak to a question of 
privilege he shall briefly state question; but it shall not he in order 
for him to proceed until the President shall have decided it a privil- 
eged question. 

_ Sec. 13. No person shall speak more than twice on the same 
question, nor more than ten minutes at one time, without leave of the 
Conference; nor shall any person speak more than once until every 
member choosing to speak have spoken, provided, however, that the 
move of a resolution, or a committee making report, shall in all cases 
be entitled to five minutes to close the debate. 

Sec. 14. When any motion or resolution shall have been acted 
upon by the Conference, it shall be in order for any member who 
Toted with the prevailing side to move a reconsideration, but a motion 



to reconsider is a non-debatable motion and shall be decided without 
debate. 

Sec. 15. No member shall absent himself from the Conference 
without leave, unless he is sick and unable to attend. 
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Sec. lfi. No member shn.ll lie allowed to vote on any question 
who is not, within the bar when such question is put by the President, 
except by the leave of the Conference, when he has been necessarily 
absent. 

See. 17. Every member who is in the bar at the time the 
question is put shall Rive his vote, unless the Conference, for special 
reasons, excuse nim. 

See. 1R. It shall be in order for nny member to call for the 
yens and nays en any question before the Conference, and if the 
rail he sustained by one-third of the members present, the vote there- 
on shall be taken by the yeas and nays. 

Sec. 19. It shall be in order to move that the question he taken 
v/ithout further debate on any measure pending befmc lite Conference, 
except in cases in which character is involved. 

Sec. 20. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, and 
shall be decided without debate. 

Sec. 21. The President shall appoint the chairman of commit- 
tees on subjects of general interest and notify said chairman of his 
appointment at least ten days before each session of Conference. 

Sc. 22. The committee on examinations shall he appointed one 
year in advance and shall meet at next Annual Conference one day 
prior to the convening of that body, and that the undergraduates meet 
said committee for the purpose of being examined in their studies.

1. A Christian church is a society of believers in Jesus Cnrwt, 
and is a divine institution. 

2. Christ is the only head of the church, and the Word of Gotl 
the only rule of faith and practice. .

Gospel of God, our Savior, ought to be deprived of church membership. 

i Every man has an inalienable right to private judgment in 
matters of religion, and an equal right to express his opinion in any 
way which will not violate the laws of God or the right* of his fel- 
low men. church trials should be conducted on Gospel principles only, 
and no minister or member should be excommunicated except for im- 
morality, the proposition of unchristian doctrines, or for the neglect 
of duties enjoined by the word of God. . 

C, The pastoral or ministerial office and duties are of divine 
appointment, and all elders of the church of God are equal, but min- 
isters are forbidden to be lords over God's heritage, or to have do- 
minion over the faith of the Saints. 

7 The church has the right to form and enforce such rules 
and regulations as is inherit in the ministerial and members of the 
church, but so much of the power may be delegated from time tn 
time, upon a plan of representation, as they may judge necessary and 

proper^ ^ ^ ^ ()f 0 m i n i s ters and members of the church 

to maintain godliness, and tn oppose al! moral evil. 

9. It is obligatory on ministers of the Gospel to be faithful m 
the discharge of their pastoral and ministerial duties, and it is also 
obligatory on its members to esteem ministers highly for work s sake, 
and to render a righteous compensation for their labors. 

The church ought to secure all her official bodies the neces- 
sity for the purpose of good government, hut she has no 
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sary authority for the purpose of goo.l government, mi 
right to create any distinct or independent sovereignties.
